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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  ray 
Annual  Report  for  1951,  this  being  ray  second  Report  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  same  arrangement  has  been  retained 
as  last  year,  an  appendix  being  provided  to  avoid 
interrupting  the  written  matter  unduly,  and  the  Chief 
Sanitary  inspector’s  Report  included  as  a separate  report. 

In  general,  it  will  be  noted  that  the 
state  of  the  public  health  in  this  District  remained  fairly 
satisfactory  as  judged  by  the  vital  statistics.  The  birth 
rate  decreased  very  slightly  but  the  corrected  birth  rate 
is  still  above  that  f or  *tho  Country  as  a v/hole,  and 
similarly,  although  there  wore  slight  increases  in  the  crude 
and  corrected  death  rates,  both  were  much  lov;er  than  the 
national  death  rate. 


It  is  particularly  pleasing  to  note 
that  for  the  fifth  year  in  succession,  no  maternal  death 
occurred  locally. 


While  there  was  a slight  decrease 
this  year  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  there  is  still  room 
for  improvement  even  if  allowance  is  made  for  an  unfortunate 
increase  in  1950  of  deaths  due  to  unknovm  causes.  More 
attention  is  needed  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infections  to 
young  babies,  and  excessive  exertion  should  bo  avoided  in 
the  iater  months  of  pregnancy. 

Similarly,  although  the  cancer  death 
rate  has  remained  fairly  steady  in  this  District  for  some 
20  years  it  is  obviously  very  desirable  to  rtiduce  the  number 
of  deaths  from  this  cause,  and  here  early  diagnosis  is  all 
Important.  Any  person  noting  a persistent  lump,  haemorrhage 
or  pain  which  is  not  already  under  observation  by  a doctor, 
would  be  well  advised  to  got  such  attention.  The  relief 
of  a negative  diagnosis  is  of  almost  as  much  Importance 
as  the  early  treatment  of  a recognised  case. 

On  the  whole,  acute  notifiable  infectious 
disease  was  much  less  prevalent,  the  only  notable  increase 
being  in  cases  of  mild  dysentery,  mainly  at  the  Mental 
Hospital.  only  one  mild  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred. 

For  the  fourth  successive  year  no  case 
of  diphtheria  was  notified,  but  the  occurrence  of  several 
definite  cases  early  in  1952  is  a v/arning  that  the  practice 
of  immunisation  must  not  slacken  but  be  intensified. 

Decreases  in  both  the  incidence  and 
death  rates  from  tuberculosis  occurred  locally  during  1951, 
but  again  these  facts  cannot  bo  regarded  as  justifying 
relaxation  of  efforts  towards  further  improvements. 

Attention  continued  to  be  given  to 
improving  the  environmental  conditions  of  residents  as 
and  when  practicable  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  again  made 
their  most  useful  contribution  towards  improving  the  health 
of  the  District. 
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In  conclusion  it  v/ill  be  remembered  that  this 
report  is  essentially,’-  an  annual  survey  of  the  health  of  the 
District  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  required  by  the 
Minister^  vTjvlle  the  opportunity  is  taken  to  mention  for  the 
ccnvuuience  cf  residents,  some  of  the  other  health  services 
opera tln{-y  in  the  area,  it  is  suggested  that  reports  such  as 
this  m.i::hb  have  greater  value  if  they  dealt  more  comprehensively 
with  at "least  the  activities  of  all  the  local  preventive 
health  services. 


The  Authorities  concerned  recognise  that  a 
District  like  this  only  requires  the  appointment  of  a part- 
tim.e  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  estimate  th-at  the  officer 
appointed  locally  should  spend  rather  less  than  one-fifth  of 
his  time  in  connection  therewith,  while  the  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  should  only  be  so  engaged  for  an  even 
smaller  proportion  of  her  time.  under  the  present  arrangement 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  also  acts  as  Divisional  School 
Medical  Officer,  and  in  that  capacity  presents  a report  on 
the  School  Health  Services  annually  to  the  Di -visional  Executive, 
but  this  is  not  made  public  and  has  a limited  circulation. 
Similarly,  the  Divisional  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  County 
Council  is  responsible  locally  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare, 
the  District  Nursing  and  Midwifery  Services,  and  in  part  for 
Health  Education.  As  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  periodical 
reports  are  made  to  the  Sub-Committee  on  these  branches  of 
the  Health  Service,  but  again  no  publicity  normally  results. 

Al'though  certain  sections  of  the  preventive 
Health  Services  are  controlled  centrally  by  the  County 
Council  it  should  be  practicable,  and  might  be  thought 
preferable,  for  a Divisional  Medical  Officer  to  produce  one 
comprehensive  report  for  the  whole  of  the  area  for  the 
health  of  which  he  is  responsible  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  or  at  least  one  comprehensive  report  for  each  District 
in  that  area  . As  the  resulting  report  or  reports  should 

be  of  more  value  to  all  ccncyrned,  it  is  resi^ec tfully 
suggested  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  this 
proposal  at  an  opportune  ti'me. 

May  I conclude  this  introduction  by  again 
expressing  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  to  my 
colleagues  and  especially  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the 
^^PPy  co-operation  which  has  continued  throughout  the  year.

At  the  beginning  of  the  ec.-ntury  the  pcpnlation  of 
Caherham  was  just  under  10,000,  including  over  3,000  residents 
i.n  -f  ho  Guards  Depot  and  St, Lawrence*  s Hospital,  By  the  time 
txho  riosent  Urlian  District  was  constituted  the  total 
population  had  become  17,590,  and  this  steadily  increased 
to  thu  1951  Census  figure  of  31,290,  In  the  middle  of  1951, 
the  Registrar  General  estimated  the  total  population,  in- 
cluding the  militarry,  to  bo  31,520, 


The  District,  which  contains  some  of  the  most 
beautiful  pai'^ts  around  London,  is  diiefly  residontial,  with 
at  least  four  cchtros  of  population  partially  separated  from 
each  other  by  tongi’os  of  tho  Green  Belt  which  practically 
surrounds  tho  District, 


There  are  no  heavy  industries  and  nr.ny  residents 
Y/ork  iin  Londoh'or  Croydon,  Those  v;orking  in  the  District 
arc  mostly  connected  with  the  military  or  tho  mental  hospital, 
with  building,  a fov;  light  industries,  or  providing  food 
or  other  services  for  tho  residents.

As  the  ago^and  sox 
distribution  of  the  population  is  not  quite  typical  of  that 
of  the  Co'untry  as  a "Yi/holc,  an  adjustment  is  required  which 
produces'  the  corrected  death  rate  of  10,32  which  is  com- 
parable with  the  rate  of  11*5  for  England  and  17a les# 

Causes  of  Death: -These  are  set  out  fully  in  T<ablc  II  in  the 
^pporidTx,  and  for  tho  first  time  the  ages  at  which  death 
occurred  are  indicated. 

As  is  usual,  death  from  heart  and 
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circf.latory  disoc.sGS  formed  the  largest  group,  recounting 
for  145,  or  of  the-  total  deaths  ( 17^  more  than  last  year). 

In  so  far  as  this  group  includc-s  many  who  died  virtually  of 

old  age,  an  increase  is  to  be  welcomed.  In  19^1?  79^  V7ere  65  years 

of  age  or  over  -"t  the  time  of  death  v^^hile  60‘}j  were  over  ' 

75  years*  ( No ' comparable  percentages  c?n  be  given  for  pre- 
ceding ^y  ears,  but  of  all  deaths,  657^  were  65  years  or  over 
and  d-Sv^  v;cro  over  75  years). 

The  nG:rt  commonest  cauSe  of  death  was  tho  group  of 
respiratory  diseases,  (excluding  tuberculosis),  48  deaths 
tl5h")  and  cancer,  45  deaths  (14^).  T^e  cancer  death  rate  of 
1*43  per  1,000  population  was  almost  exactly  the  average 
for  the  last  18  years  and  compares  very  favourably  with  the 
corresponding  rate  in  other  areas* 

Ijif a n t_  >lo,r t a 1 i t y_  Hate : - During  the  first  ton  years  of  this 
centVry,' of'Vve ly'TjbOO  babies  born  alive  in  this  District, 
oh  the  average  75  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthday. 

In  each  successive  pciciod  of  ten  years  this  proportion  de- 
creased, the  averages  being  67,  55,  36  and  38,  the  last  being 
associated  with  an  increase  to  54  during  the  war  years. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  35  for  1951  was  thus 
only  slightly  below  tho  average  for  the  la. st  25  years  and  is 
rather  disappointing* 

Deviowing  tho  17  deaths  whicli  occurred  in  1951  among 
children' under  1 year  of  ago,  it  is  found  that  the  causes  of 
death  can  be  grouped  as  follow's’. -

Compared  with  this  analysis  for  the  preceding  year, 
there  v;as  an  improvement  in  the  numbers  dying  from  preroa- 
turity  and  atelectasis,  but  it  was  a misfortune  that  this 
v/as  offset  by  a slight  increase  'in  the  number  of  children 
having  congonital  defects,  v.'hilG  2 others  died  from  rare 
conditions*  The  numbers  dying  from  infections  was  exactly 
the  same  as  in  1950. 

Only  5 of  thoso  deaths"  ocem-red  after  tho  babies 
were  a month  old,  henCe-  the  momtal  mortality  rate,  i*o 
the  number  of  deaths  in  infants  under  n month  per  1,000 
live  births  was  25  which  is  relatively  high,  though  4 leas 
than  in  1950. 

Of  the  births  notified  during  the  year,  a total' of 
28  were  prcma.ture,  and  5 of  these  occurred  at  home  a rid  23

^J_e IT. al  rt all t'y : - It  is  most  satisfactory'  to  ablo  to 
feporf'that  for  the  fifth  year  in  succession,  no  deaths  have' 
occurred  among  mothers  which  were  assoc  ja  ted 'with  child  birth. 
CoAroHred  wit!*,  tiie  avoraga  far  the  years  19  21-46,  this 
represents  the  saving  of  one  mother^s  life  annually.

Table  III  in  the  Appendix  chows  the  number  of 
cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  yoe.r,  the 
ages  and  distribution  throughout  the  District  of  these  cases 
and.  the  n'jmibcr  of  deaths  from  this  cause. 

Diuhthoria, 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  no  notification 
of  a case  of  diphtheria  was  received,  v^/hich  is  very 
gratifying. 


Preceding  the  institution  of  a diphtheria 
immunisation  scheme  in  this  District  at  least  10  cases  of 
diphtheria  occurred  each  year,  and  in  most  years  at  least 
one  of  the  sufferers  died. 

The  saving  in  life,  incapacity,  hospital  bod 
space,  raanpov/ or  and  expense  which  has  resulted  from  the 
absence  of  this  disease  for  four  yaars  is  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  contributions  of  the  Health  Service  in  recent 
years.  To  maintain  this  very  satisfactory  state,  it  is 
imperative  for  parents  to  ensure  that  the  irrmiunit3’’  of  their 
children  against  diphtheria  is  m£’.intained . The  occurrence 
of  several  definite  cases  among  adults  in  the  D^  .strict  early 
in  1952  is  a warning  that  relaxation  of  the  practice  of 
immunisation  dare  not  be  permitted. 

■Scarlet  Fover . 

A total  of  41  notifications  of  this  disease  was 
received  including  8 affecting  military  personnel,  which  is 
slightly  below  the  average  for  recent  years.  Foitunately 
the  disease  remained  of  a very  mild  t3rpe,  and  in  fact  only  one 
death  has  occurred  f'-’om  this  cause  during  the  la'st  10  years, 
compared  with  4 in  the  preceding  20  years.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  mildness  of  the  present  disease  naturally  increases  the 
difficulty  of  preventing  its  spread. 

Erysipelas. 


There  were  only  3 notifications  qf  erysipelas, 

2 being  inmates  of  Sw.Lawrence^s  Hospital,  compared  with  a 
total  of  12  last  year# 

ZVk®  1 Pyrexia. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  no  case  was 
notified,  compared  with  a preceding  average  of  1 case  a year. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Tv/o  cases  of  typhoid  fever  (Phage  N)  v.'ere  notified 
during  the  year,  and  they  were  transferred  to  an  Infectious 
Disease  Hospital  where  death  occurred.  The  source  of  the 
infection  could,  not  be  ascertained. 

Dysentery. 

No' loss  than  36’  cases  of  djrsentery  v»;ere  notified 
whicli  is  the  h.lgbost  for  manj^  years,  but  all  but  3 were 
associated  with  S:.:; Lawrence  ms  i^spital.  All  were  of  the 
Sonne  variety  and  no  deaths  occurred. 
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?PPA 

Only  1 case  notified  during  the  year  was  accepted 
as  having  probably  suffered  from  food  poisoning,  the  symptoms 
appearing  very  soon  after  some  mushrooms  had  been  consumed* 

It  was  unfortunately  impracticable  to  examine  any  specimens 
in  connection  with  this  out -break,  but  the  history  and 
syn^toms  were  very  suggestive. 

On  4 occasions  suspected  out-breaks  involving 
single  families  or  individuals  v;ere  investigated  without  any 
positive  evidence  being  obtained.  Similarly  a report  was 
received  indirectly  that'57  old  people  out  of  a partyof  60, 
who  had  been  for  an  outing  to  the  sea  coast,  had  experienced 
gastro -intestinal  disturbance  possibly  duo  to  O.V'Jolchii, 
Enquiries  of  the  doctors  in  the  District,  however,  failed  to 
elicit  one  notification,

Fortunately  this  disease  v;as  less  prevalent 
generally  during  1P51  and  only  1 non-paralytic  case  was 
notified,  th8.t  being  a school  child  who  completely  recovorod. 

Meningococcal  Infection, 

No  case  of  meningococcal  meningitis  was  notified 
during  the  year,  but  a few  persons  are  known  to  have  suffered 
from  a milder  Infectioh  which  is  allied  to  non-paralytic 
poliomyelitis,  but  is  not  compulsorily  notifiable. 

Measles, 


Local  out -breaks  of  measles  normally  occur  in 
alternate  years  and  1951  was  an  epidemic  year,  with  610  noti- 
fications compared  v^ith  21  in  1950^  No  deaths  oocuired, 
however,  and  in  fact  only  3 have  occurred  locally  in  the 
last  12  years. 

It  is  doubtful  v^hether  the  notification  of  - 
measles  serves  any  useful  purpose  in  a District  such  as  this. 
General  advice  and  measures  aiming  at  the  postponement  of 
the  infection  until  the  children  are  old  enough  to  withstand 
the  disease  and  its  complications,  are  all  that  can  be" 
undertaken  with  hope  of  success  by  the  Health  Department, 

In  epidemic  times,  the  nuiabca?  of  notifications  is  so  heavy 
that  only  a proportion  can"be  visited,  and  then  it  is  usually 
found" that,  owing  to  the  inevitable  delay  in  diagnosls'and 
notification,  no  further  effective  advice  on  prevention  can 
be  given  by  the  Department,  Fortunately,  modern  methods 
of  treatment  have  greatly  reduced  the  risks  of  complications, 
and  the  National  Health  Service  has  resulted  in  moro  cases 
getting  skilled  medical  attention' from  the  first.  The 
private  doctor  th\is  has  a unique  opportunity  to  disseminate 
sound  advice. 

There  were  146  notifications  of  this  disease  in 
1951  which  is  much  the  hipest  number  for  this 'Dlstrlot • 
Ui-jfortunately  one  jroung  baby  died  of  complications  resulting 
from  whooping  cou^. 

Judging  by  the  number  of  notifications  received 
there  appears  to  have  been  no  regular  periodicity  locally 
in  respect  of  whooping  cough,  the  recent  peak  years  for 
notifications  having  been  1941,  1944  and  1949,  However, 
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as  the  total  in  1949  vjas  much  the  hipest  until  1951,  it  may- 
be that  the  practice  of  notifying  those  cases  is  no^i  becoming 
more  customary,  in  which  case  the  system  of  no  bif  icatioii  has 
the  one  advani.age  of  giving  a rinre  complete  picture  of  what 
is  happening  in  the  .District# 

v'^i^art  from  this  possible  advantage  similar 
considerations  affect  the  notification  of  whooping  cough 
as  have  been  noted:  concerning  the  notification  of  measles, 
with  the  e.-::cGption  that  the  delay  between  on-'Set  and 
notification  is  almost  inevitably  longer#  The  fact  that 
the  fatal  case  vjas  not  notified  tintil  several  days  after 
death  had  occurred  illustrates  this  point  forcibly# 

The  chief  hope  for  the  redaction  of  ill-health  caused 
by  whooping  cough  lies  in  the  general  adoption  of  an 
of ficially"recognised  scheme  for  immunisation  when  this  is 
practicable,  an  it  may  be  in  the  comparatively  near  future#

'As  previously  suggested,  the  chief  hope  in  the 
prevention  of  the  most  important  Infectious  diseases  now  lies 
in  some  form  of  immahisation  when  it  is  practicable  and 
desirable  to  recommend  it  for  all  children#  Ponding  such 
measures,  it  is  the  practice  to  exclude  cases  and  in  some 
instances,  contacts  from  school,  and  thus  possibly  by  dimin- 
ishing the  degree  of  infection,  to  reduce  the  nunaber  and 
severity  of  tho  CcSses  which  occur#  The  main  aim  is  to  post- 
pone the  onset  in  infants  until  at  Icasf  'school  age  is 
reached.  These  .steps  can  obviously  bo  only  partially 
successful,  havvevor# 

Diphtheria  t ion. 

The  success  of  this  procedure  has  already  been 
referred  to  an.!  the  necessity  for  maintaining  the  standard 
of  immunity  among  the  population  e^inst  the  risk  of  tho 
disease  again  becoming  a major  cause  of  illness  and  death# 

During  1951,  379  primary  courses  were  given,  which 
was ^ about  the  same  as  in  19  50^  but  owing  to  the  risk  of 
poliomyelitis  being  slight,  the  number  of  children  who  were 
"boosted”  in  this  District  \ms  increased  from  120  to  627* 

It  was  estima.ted  at  the  end  of  the  year  that  50^ 
of , the  children  under  5 years  of  ago  had  been  immunised  and 
90%'  of  the  children  aged  5-15  years*

It  is  unwise  to  dodneo  too  much  when  deal.ing  with 
relatively  sima'M  fi.yirea,  hut  she  latest  statistics  arc  on- 
cohragingV  Vvhilo  it  jiiyy  .not  bd  possible  to“'maintain  or  im- 
prove upon  them  in  the  near  future,  every  endeavour  should 
be  made  to  do  so. 
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The  Mass  X-ray  Unit  which  visited  Caterharn  for  the  first  time 
in  November  1950,  functioned  for  a period  in  tJouth  Croydon  in  the 
Autumn  of  1951,  this  being  the  nearest  centre  which  could  be 
I found  to  meet  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the  area  as  a whole.  More 
'Units  will  be  needed  if  full  use  is  to  be  made  of  this  means  of 
early  detection  and  annual  re-inspection.  Other  needs  are  the 
provision  of  more  hospital  beds,  the  encouragement  of  immunisa- 
tion and  segregation  of  contacts,  and  preferential  treatment  of 
cases  in  the  matters  of  rehousing  and  rehabilitation.  There  still 
remains,  however,  an.  individual  responsibility  upon  each  adult 
resident  to  talie  all  reasonable  precautions. 

The  Council  continues  t o bo  responsible  for  t'No  measures 
aimed  at  combating;  this  disease,  viz,  rehousing  and  disinfection, 
but  the  County  Council  bears  the  responsibility  for  all  other 
preventive  measures  except  the  treatment  of  cases,  which  has 
passed  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards*  A scheme  for  the 
immunisation  of  certain  sections  of  the  population  is  being 
instituted,  and  it  is  hoped  that  still  more  beds  for  treatment 
will  become  available* 

The  Local  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  every  Monday  from  2 - 
4 p.m.  at  the  Surrey  County  Council  Clinic^  62,  ^'/hytecliff e Road, 
Purley,  and  any  suspected  cases  can  attend  or  be  referred  for  dia- 
gnosis . 

Non-notifiablo  Infootious  Diseases;-  Scabies . 

The  arrang'^ments  were  continued  whereby  cases  of  this  disease 
could  be  provided  with  the  necessary  treatment  and,  v;hat  is  more 
important,  contacts  with  thorn  could  be  given  preventive  treatment- 

Fortunately,  the  incidence  of  this  complaint  has  been  greatly 
reduced  as  illustrated  by  the  following  number  of  actual  cases 
treated  annually  by  the  Health  Department  since  1942,  viz,  82,  182, 
137,  384,  240,  90,  34,  13,  3,  and  4 in  1951. 

Cases  are  still  occurring,  hov/ever,  and  greater  use  might 
be  made  of  the  services  of  the  ^Public  Health  Department  in  an 
attempt  to  abolish  this  disease.  Unless  the  homo  conditions  and 
degree  of  co-operation  of  the  family  are  exceptionally  good,  it  is 
suggested  that  the  normal  practice  should  be  to  Inform  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  will  see  that  the  requisite  advice  and 
treatment  or  medicaments  are  given  as  tactfully  as  possible.

Water . 

The  water  supply  for  this  District,  v;hich  is  constant,  is 
obtained  from  the  East  Surrey  V/ator  Company  which  has  works  and 
resources  in  neighborouring  areas.  The  supply  is  lime  softened 
and  chlorinated,  and  throughout  1951  vjas  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

By  an  arrangement  with  other  Districts  receiving  this 
supply,  samples  of  the  water  going  into  supply  are  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  quarterly  in  accordance  with  an 
agreed  rota,  the  results  being  circulated.  All  the  results  were 
satisfactory  during  1951. 
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In  addition,  one  sample  vvas  taken  from  a house  in 
Caterham  and  submitted  for  chemical  e^taminati on  with  the 
following  result: -

All  dwelling  houses  provided  with  the  Company’s  water 
have  the  supply  within  the  premises,  and  standpi]D63  are  non- 
existent. Only  11  dwellings  (approximately  O.l^O  in  an 
undeveloped  rura.l.  section  of  the  District  are  v^/ithout  a 
public  water  supply  and  the  cost  of  extending  the  water  main 
to  those  properties  is  not  regarded  as  reasonable  by  the 
Council, 

Samples  are  also  taken  when  considered  desirable 
from  sources  other  than  the  above  which  are  utilised  in 
the  District,  and  during  the  year  closer  co-operation 
was  established  Vi/ith  the  Laboratory  Service  of  the  London 
County  Council  who  continue  to  supervise  the  private  supply 
to  St.  Lawrence’s  Hospital. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Some  sewers  were  extended  to  make  provision  for  the 
drainage  of  new  Council  estates,  but  no  important  v/orks 
of  sev/erage  were  undertaken  in  1951.  Additional  sewers 
are  required  in  Caterham,  Chaldon  and  Woldingham  and  in 
1944  the  Council  approved  in  principle  schemes  estimated 
to  cost  over  £88,000.  Recently,  preliminary  consideration 
has  been  given  to  extending  the  sewers  at  Chaldon 
immediately  the  economic  situation  permits. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

A ?iumbor  of  pail  closets  exists  in  the  unsewered 
rural  parts  of  the  District  and  must  await  conversion  until 
the  sewers  are  extended  to  such  areas. 

Public  Cleansing. 

1.  Collection  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. 

This  branch  of  public  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  the 
Engineer  iz  .Surveyor’s  department  in  this  District,  and  a 
weekly  collection  tlu-oughout  the  District  v/as  maintained. 

Negotiations  for  additional  land  suitable  for  the 
tipping  of  refuse  were  satisfactorily  completed  during 
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1950,  and  tipping  on  the  new  site  began  in  December  of  that 
year.  Fortunately  a very  adequate  supply  of  ash  for  cover 
is  available. 

2,  cesspool  Emptying. 

Details  of  this  service  are  given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 


Details  of  the  sanitary  inspection  of  the  District  which 
is  carried  out  as  circumstances  demand  and  permit  are  also 
given  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

Swimming  Baths . 


There  is  no  swimming  bath  in  the  District  v;hich  is  owned 
by  the  public,  but  there  is  one  to  v;hlch  the  public  is 
admitted  on  payment,  and  another  ovmed  by  a school,  both  of 
which  are  kept  under  regular  supervision. 

Five  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory  samples  v;ere 
taken  from  the  former  during  1951,  and  two  good  samples 
from  the  latter. 

Both  baths  are  equipped  with  filters  and  chlorination 
plant. 

Schools . 


Close  co-operation  es^ists  betv/een  the  local  Health 
Department  and  the  members  of  the  Divisional  School  Health 
Service  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional 
School  Medical  Officer,  while  the  main  clinic  is  situated  in 
the  same  building  as  the  Health  Department,  an  advantage 
which  is  often  not  fully  realised. 

While  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  the  schools 
generally,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  their  structure 
and  the  health  facilities,  and  two  should  be  evacuated  as 
soon  as  practicable,  progress  in  effecting  improvements  is 
inevitably  slow.  Unfortunately,  there  are  other  areas  in 
the  County  v/ith  schools  v>/hich  are  even  more  sub-standard  , 
hence,  with  the  present  limitation  of  public  expenditure, 
the  local  schools  can  only  obtain  a small  fraction  of  the 
County  expenditure  on  those  services.  Gradually,  however, 
slight  improvements  are  being  made. 

The  public  water  supply  is  available  at  all  the  schools 
and  only  2 are  not  connected  to  the  sewers,  although  they 
now  have  a water  carriage  system. 

As  suggested  earlier,  the  Head  Teachers  are  adviaed  on 
school  exclusions  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  spread  of 
infectious  disease,  while  cases  known  by  them  to  be  suffering 
from  communicable  diseases  are  notified  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Factories  and  Workshops.

Housing . 


Similarly  tho^ Housing  statistics  are  presented  as  Tabl' 
V in  the  Appendix.  It  is  well  recognised  how  difficult 
the  housing  problem  remains  in  spite  of  the  endeavours  of 
the  Local  Authorities  and  others" to  provide  additional  and 
better  accom^modation.  This  is  one  of  the  fundamental  fact' 
underlying  many  of  our  social  problems,  including  that  of 
improving  the  public  health,  and  it  has  rightly  been  given 
some  degree  of  priority  in  the  present  distribution  ot  the 
national  resources  of  manpower,  materials,  etc.  it  will 
be  seen  by  referring  to  the  statistics  that  some  progress 
was  made  during  1951 'and  it  is  hoped  that  still  more  will 
result  this  year. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  pood. 


As  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  primarily  responsible 
for  the  inspection  and  detailed  supervision  of  the  food 
supply,  details  of  this  service  are  given  in  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

In  general,  a slow  but  steady  improvement  in  the 
hygienic  production  and  distribution  of  foods  is  observable 
v/here  they  com-o  within  the  sphere  of  influence  of  the  local 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  Further  advances  are,  however,  to  be 
desired,  especially  in  matters  not  coming  directly  within 
their  purview.

HOUSING. 


The  work  done  by  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  set  out 
in  Table  V of  the  Appendix.  Of  the  111  houses  inspected 
for  housing  defects,  the  conditions  at  23  premises  were 
recorded  in  accordance  with  the  Housing  Regulations. 

Notices  issued  under  S.9  of  the  Housing  Act  1936 
for  the  repair  of  two  dwellings  were  not  complied  with  by 
the  owners  and  in  their  default  the  Council  carried  out 
the  work. 


One  dwelling,  which  was  made  the  subject  of  a 
Demolition  Order  in  February  1949,  was  demolished  by  the 
owner. 


My  comments  in  last  yearns  report  regarding  the 
'repair*  position  apply  to-day.  There  appears  to  be  no 
evidence  of  any  enthusiasm  in  government  circles  to  solve 
the  very  difficult  problem  as  to  Vi/ho  is  to  bear  the  burden 
of  repairing  houses  which  under  existing  legislation  must  be 
classified  as  dwellings  which  cannot  be  repaired  at  a reason- 
able cost. 


While  new  houses  are  appearing  throughout  the 
district  at  a steady  rate,  the  condition  of  very  old  pro- 
perty is  steadily  worsening  through  lack  of  repair,  and  I 
thlnlc  the  time  has  arrived  when  a start  should  be  made  in 
this  district  to  arrange  for  the  bad  type  of  housing  to  be 
demolished  to  make  v/ay  for  new  accommodation.  With  the 
approval  of  the  Housing  and  public  Health  Committees, 
clearance  procedure  will  soon  again  form  part  of  the 
Council's  housing  activities. 

The  teraporar^r  camping  site  at  Warlingham  was 
occupied  by  about  36  caravans  used  throughout  the  year  as 
dwellings .

EXTRANEOUS  MATTER  IN  POOD. 


Complaints  were  received  in  1951  regarding  the 
presence  of  e::traneous  matter  in  bo::es  labelled  “Choice 
Cleaned  Sultanas"  v/hich  had  been  imported  from  the  Levant. 
These  complaints  were  investigated  and  subsequently  referred 
to  the  Hygiene  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood  Vi/ho  explained 
the  difficulties  which  were  at  that  time  operating  to  prevent 
the  successful  shipping  to  this  countinr  of  a sufficient 
quantity  of  cleaned  dried  fruit. 

This  department,  working  in  co-operation  with  the 
County  Pood  and  Drugs  Inspector,  failed  to  discover  hov/  a 
sample  of  sugar' taken  from  an  opened  carton,  in  the  possession 
of  a local  shop-keeper  and  bearing  the  name  of  well  known 
sugar  refiners,  came  to  be  heavily  contaminated  with  Epsom 
Saits.  ■ A complaint  regarding  the  consumption  in  tea  by  two 
people  - one  a visiting  lorry  driver  - of  the  contaminated 
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sugar*  yas  written  off  as  onu  of  tho  department »&  unsolved 
mysteries.  Our  enquiries  revealed  that  the  method  of  filling 
cartons  with  sugar  left  no  doubt  as  to  tho  impossibility  o'f 
one  and  only  one  carton  becoming  contaminated.

In  addition,  the  routine  annual  testing  of  sewers, 
required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries,  v/as 
carried  out  in  August  1951,  when  135  manholes  V7ere  test- 
baited  and  2 ’’takes"  v;ere  recorded.  The  necessary  treat- 
ment was  carried  out  and  resulted  in  an  estimated  kill 
of  15  rats.  The  seco'nd  half-yearly  poisoning  was  carried 
out  in  February  1952.  pour  dry  sev^er-ends  used  by  rats 
were  sealed. 

Infestations  at  only  5 properties  were  classified 
as  "major"  infestations,  and  no  very  large  infestation  of 
the  "reservoir"  type  v;as  found.  It  was  again  demonstrated, 
however,  th-at  a number  of  residents  when  feeding  their 
domestic  animals  or  v/ild  birds  also  unwittingly  fed  rats. 
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The  practice  of  charging  for  treatments  at  private 
clv;elling-hoases  was  reviewed  by  the  Cou.ncil  in  1951,  and, 
provided  the  fall  co-operation  of  the  occupants  if  forth- 
coming, rodent  control  at  orivate  d^vellings  is  now  one  of  the 
Coujicil’s  ’protective’  activities  and  the  services  of  the 
Hat  Catcher  are  made  available  without  charge. 

The  Department  has  continued  to  act  as  Servicing  Agent 
to  the  County  Council  at  schools  and  at  six  school  canteens. 

Co-operation  v;ith  officers  of  neighbouring  authorities, 
of  the  County  Agr icu.ltuTal  Executive  Committee  and  of  the 
Divisional  Headqu.arters'of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Sz 
Fisheries  v;as  again  maintained  at  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
No.  3.  ■■'orhable  Area  Com'uttee,  which  was  set  up  in  191-4  to 
bring  about  concerted  action  in  Rodent  Control  by  groups  of 
contiguous  authorities.
